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On the Vaudeville 
Proving Ground. 


BY RICHARD HENRY LITTLE. 


HEY test the big guns of the army down 
at the Sandy Hook proving grounds. It’s 
a big sandy stretch down by the sea and 
remote from human habitation. It might 
not be such a bad place to try out the 
aspirants for vaudeville, but it is too far away 
from the vaudeville managers, who would, of 
course, have to be present and witness the ex- 
periments. Besides, while all the conditions 
exist at Sandy Hook for the testing of ten 
inch guns, there are not the requisites there 
for a proper tryout of future stars of vode'’veal. 

In order to insure a good audience the vaude- 
ville proving ground, from which most of the 
material for -this line of endeavor is - secured, 
has been established in Chicago at the Bush 
Temple. There on every Thursday night come 
the people who are oozing with talent: and am- 
bition, or at least think they are, and down 
in the house is the audience target. Ina row 
of seats set apart for. them sit the solemn, 
critical vaudeville experts to witness the fireoff. 

~~ 

The performance at the Bush Temple is not 
at all on the order of amateur nights, which 
have been much in vogue at burlesque and 
other theaters the last few years. Amateur 
nights were originally real tryouts of people 
ambitious to go on the stage. But the use of 
the hook and slapsticks by husky stage hands 
on the unfortunate aspirants who did not meet 
with the favor of the audience frightened the 
amateurs away. \The managément then subsi- 
dized anybody they could get to walk on the 
stage and try to sing or dance, just to give 
the audience the joy of seeing the supposed be- 
ginner yanked behind the scenes with the al- 
ways ready hook. Audiences at amateur night 
performances took. more delight in seeing the 
hook used than they did In meritorious acting, 
and they would call: for it whether the person 
on the stage deserved it or not. 

For this:reason the use of the hook is sternly 
prohibited at the Bush Temple on Thuraday 
night. No stage hand, in reply to the bilood- 
thirsty. hoots of the gallery, is permitted to 
rush on the stage and drag the wretched aspi- 
rant for istrionic glory to the ignominy of the 
wings. Also, policemen and watchmen are sta- 
tioned in: the galleries to rest jeering and 


catcdlis. In fact, the management of the try- 


out nights at Bush Temple has gone almost too 
far in protecting the amateur. A suffering 
audience has no alternative but to applaud with 
such veliemence that the person on the stage 
who. is inflicting the .tortufe is finally compelled 
to surrender and walk off. 

The audience also expresses {ts true feelings 
now and then by remarks calculated to distress 
the te seengplh ears’ of the performer. Not that 
anything Nally rude is ever heard. But

The house was jammed, the modest 
admission price of 10 cents being within every- 
body’s reach. Two shows. were given, a differ- 
ent crowd of stage aspirants appearing at each 
one. The acts were. much. better than those 
formerly seen at an amateurs’ —_ entertain- 
ment.

The performers at the Bush Temple knew 
that they were: being given a real tryout and 
that representatives: of the different vaudeville 
managers’ associations were out in front, and 
that if thelr performances were satisfactory 
professional engagements might follow. Also 
they knew the stage hands would use no hooks 
or clubs, and that. they could do their. work 
without interference: .As for insincere applause 
and pert remarks, they cared nothing for those. 
They themeelves knew they were great, and 
if the audience did not appreciate them—well, 
the amateurs didn’t think any more of the 
audience than the audience did of them. 

The representatives of the vaudeville man- 
agers’ associations sat in.a long row well down 
toward the front. It. looked. like the national 
convention of the Licensed Undertakers and 
Embalmers’ Protective society.
